Approximately  41,227  square  feet  of  vacant  land  in  Boston's 
Roxbury  neighborhood,  bounded  on  the  south  by  residential 
uses  along  Catawba  Street,  on  the  east  by  commercial  uses  along 
Warren  Street,  on  the  west  by  residential  uses  along  Dale  Street, 
and  on  the  north  by  residential  uses  on  Dale  Street.

The  total  development  cost  for  Dale  Gardens  is  around 
$2  nullion. 

The  proposed  project  represents  a  development  concept  for 
working  households  who  meet  the  low  income  tax  credit 
guidelines  (60%  of  the  median  income  in  the  Boston 
metropxjlitan  area).  The  funding  for  this  project  assumes  the 
developer  securing  low  income  tax  credits  in  the  next  1993 
round  at  the  Executive  Office  of  Communities  and  Development 
and  City  of  Boston  HOME  funds.  The  project  does  not  depend 
on  Section  8  or  Chapter  707  subsidies. 

The  developer  has  secured  zoning  approval  to  build  20  units  on 
this  site.  Construction  start  is  anticipated  by  Spring  1994.  Full 
occupancy  is  to  be  completed  by  the  end  of  1995.  The  project 
has  considerable  community  supp)ort  from  area  residents  and 
elected  officials.

PROJECT  NARRATIVE 


Dale  Gardens  (the  "project")  is  a  twenty  unit  residential  development  located  in  the 
Washington  Park  area  of  Roxbury.  The  project  consists  of  two  separate  structures,  a 
twelve  unit  structure  and  an  eight  unit  structure,  on  about  a  one  acre  site.  The  two  and 
one-half  story  wood  frame  buildings  are  characteristic  of  the  one  and  two  family  owner 
occupied  homes  and  small  well  kept  apartment  buildings  scattered  throughout  the 
neighborhood.  The  proposed  development  will  identify  successfully  with  this  family- 
oriented  community. 

The  project  is  located  on  an  "Urban  Renewal"  parcel  adjacent  to  the  Washington  Park 
Mall  and  the  Warren  Gardens  Coopertive.  It  is  one  block  away  from  Warren  Street  and 
major  bus  routes.  The  site  has  been  vacant  for  over  twenty  years  and  continues  to  be 
an  eyesore  and  a  symbol  of  disinvestment  in  the  neighborhood.  The  site  plan,  design, 
and  development  program  of  Dale  Gardens  provides  a  "transition"  from  the  mixed-use 
Warren  Street  thoroughfare  and  Washington  Park  Mall  to  the  predominantly  residential 
neighborhood  which  defines  Dale  Street  and  the  surrounding  area. 

Dale  Gardens  contains  4  one-,  12  two-,  and  4  three-bedroom  units  with  twenty  off-street 
parking  spaces  for  the  tenants  and  almost  one-half  acre  of  useable  open  space.  The 
development  of  Dale  Gardens  will  constitute  a  significant  private  investment  in  the  inner 
dty,  provide  jobs  and  employment  opportunities  and  produce  needed  affordable 
housing.  Moreover,  it  represents  a  commitment  by  a  team  of  minority  business 
enterprises  to  rebuild  Roxbury. 

Richard  Cruz,  (the  "developer")  has  been  involved  in  a  cooperative  effort  with  the 
community  to  develop  a  project  acceptable  to  both  the  neighborhood  and  the  developer. 
Numerous  public  meetings,  a  door-to-door  effort  to  inform  the  neighbors,  and  a  formal 
Roxbury  Neighborhood  Council  review  process  has  produced  a  quality  development 
program.  Moreover,  it  enjoys  community-wide  support  from  local  residents  and  elected 
officials. 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  (BRA)  is  providing  the  land  and  technical 
assistance  to  produce  the  most  affordable  housing  possible.  The  developer  received 
zoning  variances  from  the  Board  of  Appeals  to  build  this  twenty  unit  project.  They  are 
anticipating  an  award  of  Low  Income  Housing  Tax  Credits  in  Fall  1992.  The  equity  from 
these  Tax  Credits  v*rill  allow  Dale  Gardens  to  move  to  the  construction  phase  before  Fall 
1993.  Construction  should  be  completed  in  twelve  months.  Full  occupancy  is  projected 
to  be  achieved  before  January  1995.

The  low  rate  of  private  investment  by  banks  in  this  conununity  and  reluctance  of  banks 
to  make  commercial  real  estate  loans  in  the  present  economic  climate  requires  the 
developer  to  pursue  public  financing.  The  devdopment  finance  assumptions  are  based 
on  a  combination  of  Low  Income  Housing  Tax  Credits,  a  construction  loan  and  equity 
participation  in  the  purchase  of  tax  credits  from  the  Massachusetts  Housing  Investment 
Corporation  (MHIC)  and  permanent  financing  from  the  Massachusetts  Housing 
Partnership  (MHP),  and  the  City  of  Boston's  HOME  funds.  All  twenty  units  v^ll  be 
available  to  families  earning  60%  of  the  region's  median  income  and  as  such,  the  entire 
project  is  targeted  to  tax  credit  eligible  low-income  families.  The  affordable  rents  have 
been  structured  to  meet  the  housing  needs  of  Roxbury's  working  households.  The 
financial  assumptions  for  Dale  Gardens  are  strong: 

1.  The  1990  Census  shows  the  City  of  Boston's  median  household  income  to 
be  around  $29,000; 

2.  The  nonsubsidized  market  rents  in  the  Washington  Park  area  are  higher 
than  the  Dale  Gardens  proforma  rents;  and 

3.  Occupancy  is  projected  to  be  completed  by  late  Fall  1995. 

This  package  of  financial  vehicles  both  matches  the  goals  and  objectives  of  the  tax  credit 
program,  MHIC,  MHP,  and  HOME  in  terms  of  investment  and  need.  The  commitment 
of  these  financial  institutions  to  affordable  housing  and  the  inner  dty  are  a  p>erfect  fit  to 
realize  the  Dale  Gardens  development  by  minority  entrepreneurs.
